The conference 
criticized cultism in general 
ami Moon’s church in par­ 
ticular as a

organized religion 
Gunderson said he had 
studied 
the 
Unification 
Church since his experience 
with his daughter. He said 
Moon used young people to 
make $8 million in 1974 and 
$15 million in 1975. 
He said the group recently 
had rented a building near 
San Antonio College and 
said, “they’re going to be 


feasting on 
those people 
(students) very shortly.” 


Moon “unfortunately has 
made inroads’ 
in gaining 
political support of his 
movement as a religion, 
Gunderson said, although so 
far 300 parents of moonies 
have asked for a federal 
investigation of the group s 
methods. He said Moon had 
72 front organizations that 
ranged from importing tea 
and marble products to the 
ownership of munitions and 
steel plants. 
Gunderson 
circulated a 
New York Times news story 
quoting Moon as saying, 
“The whole world is in my 
hand and I will conquer and 
subjugate the world.” 


Don Baugh, 
executive director of the San 
Antonio Conference of Chur­ 
ches, said the Moonies had a 
goal of s e llin g $1,000 a day in 
peanuts and often reached 
(heir goal by playing on 
sympathy.

China Switches 
Production Aims 


Chain Letters 
Violate Laws

China has announced a 
new government program 
placing heavy emphasis on 
agriculture over industry. 
The move appears to be 
another political victory tor 
acting Premier Hua Kuo- 
feng. 
The program bore all the 
signs of the thinking of both 
Hua and Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung, who have alw ays 
em phasized the ag rarian 
sector of the economy 
The development program 
is an apparent revision of a 
plan presented by the late 
Premier Chou En-lai in a 
speech in January 1975. in 
which he spoke of the need 
for 
a 
com prehensive 
m odernization of China s 
economy — light and heavy 
industry 
as 
well 
as 
agriculture. 
That program was backed 
by Teng Hsiao-ping, vice 
premier under Chou, who 
apparently has fallen into 
disfavor in the current 
revival of the 
C ultural 
Revolution. 
The 
new 
plan 
was 
published in the official 
Peking People s Daily and 
broadcast by the New China 
News Agency. It made in­ 
direct criticism of Teng and 
praised Hua’s agricultural 
policies, without mentioning 
either men by name. 
The broadcast was in the 
tortuous prose of party 
ideology and such China 
experts as Robert B. Oxnam 
of the China Council of the 


Asia Society cautioned that 
the future course of China 
remains clouded in doubt. 
The praise for Hua came 
in a section saying that the 
masses of cadres, poor and 
lowermiddle peasants and 
state farm workers must

and

prom oters are soliciting 
individuals to buy U.S. 
Savings Bonds through the 
mail, a practice that violates 
antifraud laws. 
The promoters are falsely 
claim ing 
T reasury 
en ­ 
dorsement of the project, as 
well as “ cloaking their 
appeals in Bicentennial and 
other 
patriotic 
lab els,” 
Hintgen said. 
Apparently the scheme — 
under way in Massachusetts, 
Florida. Virginia, Maryland 
and parts of the Midwest — 
works pretty much the way 
all chain letters work. 
An individual receives a 
letter in the mail asking him 
to purchase a savings bond 


for the person on the top of a 
list. After purchasing and 
m ailing a bond to th at 
person, he then crosses the 
individual’s name off the list 
and puts his name on the 
bottom of it. 
Then he mails copies of the 
revised chain letter to three 
or four friends who are in­ 
structed to follow the same 
procedure. 
The rationale behind all 
this mailing and revising is 
that 
eventually 
an 
in­ 
dividual’s name will appear 
on the top of the list and 
presumably he will receive 
several hundred dollars in 
savings bonds from the 
growing 
number of 
par­ 
ticipants. 
The catch, however, ac­ 
cording Treasury and postal 
officials is that the initiators 
of the scheme 
generally 
profit the most since their 
names are the first on the list 
and they receive their bonds 
relatively quickly. 
“ Rather than encouraging 
persons to make genuine 
investments, they create the 
illusion that participants are 
both aiding their govern­ 
ment 
and 
them selves,” 
Hintgen said.

Secondly,

respects the office of the 
presidency without turning 
its occupants into animated 
statues.

dants that keep food from 
darkening when exposed to 
air. 
Some are used to save 
money, both for m anufac­ 
turers and ultim ately for 
co n su m ers a t the re ta il 
level. 
The safety of additives in 
general is debated daily by 
consum ers, 
consum er 
ac­ 
tiv ists, 
the 
food 
and 
c h e m i c a l 
i n d u s t r i e s , 
sc ie n tists and ph y sician s 
and 
the 
governm ent. 
Opponents blam e them for a 
wide variety of ills ranging 
from hives and headache to 
high blood pressure, cancer 
and birth defects. 
One researcher sees the 
em otional 
response, 
not 
additives per se, as the real 
public health threat. 
In W ashington, D C., Ruth 
Beeler White, director of 
consum er inquiry for the 
Food 
and 
D rug 
A dm in istratio n , sa id the 
agency’s volume of mail 
from consum ers has about 
doubled 
in 
the 
past 
six 
months. It now runs between 
350-450 le tte rs a m onth. 
Additives are far and away 
the m ost popular topic, she 
said. Among the questions 
raised are safety, function 
(what do specific additives 
do?), how can a consum er 
tell if an additive is in a food 
or 
beverage? 
Ms. 
White 
added that antagonists are 
m ore m otivated to w rite 
than consum ers 
who ap­ 
prove of the use of additives. 
U nder 
p re se n t 
law , 
m a n u fa c tu re rs 
a re 
not 
alw ays required to identify 
additives on labels. Persons 
with a lle rg ic or genetic 
problem s have no way of 
know ing w hether c e rta in 
foods are safe for them to 
eat. As an exam ple, current 
standards for 42 different 
kinds of cheese perm it the 
use of added color without 
declaring it on the label. 
Shortly after M arch I, the 
Senate is expected to con­ 
sider the Consumer Food Act 
of 1975, which is designed to 
protect consum ers through 
labeling 
ch anges 
and 
e sta b lish m e n t 
of 
s u r­ 
veillance regulations to de­ 
tect 
and 
p rev en t 
food 
adulteration. 
Dr. 
Alexander Schmidt, 
FUA com m issioner, 
has 
testified in favor of the 
C onsum er 
Food 
Act 
in 
general. Among the changes 
he advocates are access to 
m anufacturers’ records for 
FDA plant inspectors, who 
under cc. rent law cannot be 
denied entry to factories, but 
who can be barred from 
files. 
For several 
years, 
the 
Food 
and 
D rug 
Administration has been 
revising and updating its 
rules on food form ulation 
and labeling. Since the 1940s, 
th e 
FD A ’s 
recip e-ty p e 
sta n d a rd s have re q u ire d 
identification on labels of 
c e rta in 
in g re d ie n ts: 
a r ­ 
tificial colors, flavors and 
p r e s e r v a t i v e s , 
a m o n g 
others. But butter, cheese 
and ice cream w ere exem pt. 
Artificial colors can be used 
in them without saying so on 
the labels. The Consumer 
Food Act would reverse that 
ruling. 
In 
W ashington, 
a 
staff 
m em b er 
of 
th e 
S enate 
Com m erce Com m ittee said 
the chances are fairly good 
that the labeling provisions 
will rem ain in the bill in the 
Senate. 
The scientific com m unity 
is split on the effects of long­ 
term ingestion of very, very 
low levels of additives and 
food toxins. 
“ Like it or not, chem ical 
preservatives a re a verv 
effectiv e 
m ean s 
of 
guaranteeing a safe food 
su p p ly ,” 
sa y s A ngeline. 
Without them , we’re going to 
have m ore spoilage, or have 
to pay m ore m oney for food, 
he said. Angeline is senior 
project leader for the ADL 
food 
and

“ If we are going to live 
intently urban lives, we need 
foods th a t 
can

storage problems, foods that 
are disease resistant,” he 
said. To him, and to some 
university scientists and 
researchers, banning of 
certain additives is simply 
swapping one hazard for 
another.

nitrites in cured meats have 
caused cancer in laboratory 
animals, but they came into 
use to prevent an even 
greater threat, botulism 
poisoning, said Angelin*??*

dollar value of additives in 
A m erica’s do m estic food

has 
m o re 
th an 
doubled sin c^ 1967, 
from 
about $472.4 
million that 
year to an estim ated $1 
billion last year. He said the 
latter figure reflects both 
in c re a se d u sag e and in­ 
flationary increases. 
Monosodium glutam ate, a 
flavor enhancer, is am ong 
the controversial additives 
w idely used in com m on 
foods such as canned and 
dried soups, frozen prepared 
foods, packaged mixes and 
bottled salad dressings. A St. 
Louis physician, Dr. John W. 
O lney, w an ts it banned. 
Olney, a faculty m em ber at 
W a s h i n g t o n 
U n i v e r s i t y 
School of Medicine in St. 
Louis, says it can destroy 
b rain 
cells 
by 
over- 
stim ulating them . He claim s 
MSG 
d a m a g e s 
th e 
h y p o th alam u s, 
affectin g 
m etabolism. 
He says studies show some 
children have shudder a t­ 
ta c k s 
and 
ep ilep tic-lik e 
seizures in reaction to foods 
co n tain in g 
MSG. 
The 
sym ptom s end when the 
a d d itiv e is rem oved, he 
added. 
Olney disagrees with those 
who defend its use with the 
a rg u m e n t th a t it o ccurs 
naturally in m any foods: 
“ T h a t’s 
one 
of 
those 
partial 
truths that is so 
m isle a d in g .” 
He 
said 
glutam ate found in foods is 
bound up in protein and is 
converted in the stom ach so 
that little reaches the brain 
in pure form. 
“ Free glutam ate is found 
alm ost not 
all in nature," 
he said, ‘*and th a t’s what 
they’re adding to food.” 
T h e 
I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
G l u t a m a t e 
T e c h n i c a l 
C om m ittee, 
W ashington, 
D.C., estim ates that fresh 
foods lose much of their 
n a tu ra l 
fre e 
g lu ta m a te 
content within 24 hours after 
harvesting. The com m ittee 
consists of physicians and 
other scientists who work for 
m a n u f a c t u r e r s 
a n d 
researchers of glutam ic acid 
and its derivatives such as 
MSG. It says glutam ate is 
classified as nonessential to 
the hum an diet, but adds 
that it is an im portant source 
of nitrogen and helps sup­ 
plem ent 
or 
co n serv e 
essential am ino acids. 
Most additives, including 
MSG, m ust by law be listed 
on 
p ro d u ct 
labels. 
B ut 
P rin c e 
H a rrill, 
deputy 
d ire c to r 
of 
the 
FD A ’s 
division of food technology, 
says current law still per-, 
nuts the use of MSG in salad 
dressing, m ayonnaise and 
F ren ch d re ssin g w ithout 
declaring it on the label. An 
FDA proposal published last 
July eventually will reverse 
the ruling, leaving chocolate 
and 
m acaro n i 
pro d u cts 
am ong the few rem aining 
basic foods th a t p erm it 
unidentified ingredients. He 
said projects now underway 
will m ake full disclosure of 
those obligatory, probably 
within another couple of 
years. 
While the safety debate 
continues, consum ers have 
cut purchases of additive- 
free foods and beverages. 
“ Progressive G rocer,” a 
s u p e r m a r k e t 
i n d u s t r y 
magazine, recently reported 
many shoppers buying fewer 
natural cereals, apparently 
because of high prices and 
a d v e r s e 
p u b l i c i t y 
questioning the p ro d u c ts’ 
n u tritio n a l 
value 
and 
labeling them high in fat, 
carbohydrates and calories. 
In Portland, Ore., the 
health food business ip 
general is way down, a food 
chain executive told the 
magazine: 
“ Prices 
are 
higher; demand is off.” 
In Indianapolis, a buyer- 
merchandiser for a large 
cooperative said his com­ 
pany had discontinued about 
85 per cent of its health 
items. 
At 
the

tim e, 
supermarket spokesmen say 
diet food sales are booming. 
Many such products rely 
heavily on additives as 
substitutes for fattening
